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About the Kuban

Germans are making a big noise about an alleged 
grand scale Soviet offensive in the Kuban sector. 
Many commentators and correspondents—lovers of men- 
tal and verbal cliches—point out that the Soviet High 
Command is always reticent about operations which are 
in their initial stages and that often the 
Germans have announced Soviet sut- 
cesses in the past ahead of the Russians. 
This was true in the past when there was 
a Soviet offensive underway. However 
since the beginning of March the situc- 
tion has changed and the Germans have 
been using such announcements for the specific purpose 
|. of “building up” a great Soviet blow and then saying 
that the blow was warded off. 

This seems to be the case now. There is fighting in 

the Kuban, and the Soviet communique says so, but 
there is no reason to believe that anything like a grand 
scale push has started yet. The German assertion that 
“ten Russian divisions’ were attacking with 170 tanks 
is so much ballyhoo. Firgt of all, the sector is too small 
for the development of ten divisions; and secondly, ten 
infantry divisions in action would be supported by many 
more tanks than 170. So the high thing does not gibe, 
somehow, and bears the earmarks of “Goebbels battle.” 

On the other hand reports from so-called neutral 
sources fly thick and fast. It is said that the Germans 
have renounced offensive plans in the Eust and will 
simply sit and wait. This is nothing but a naive lullaby 
for the Soviets and a scare story for the Allies. The intent 
is clear—put the Soviets to sleep and discourage the 
Allies from attacking Europe. 

However, it would seem that this little maneuver is 
belated: the Allied Supreme Command has made its 
plans and no propaganda story can stop the wheels 
that have been set in motion. Joseph E. Davies is flying 
back with the sealed letter which Stalin gave him with 
a smile. Nothing Goebbels can do now will stop the 
wheels of United Nations strategy from grinding.
